CHINESE WRITING. 


Kvtry Scrap of Every Kmd Is Held to 


Be Sacred. 


The Chinese hold every scrap of 


writing sncred, no matter what the 
characters express—the merest com- 
mercial message, advertisement, etc. 
Since Confucius used these chnrnctcrs 
t» teach his wisdom they are holy. 


In tbe average Chinese, eommuulty 


fttl letters and waste papers -ire hi hi 
away In n clenn receptacle to await the 
collector, who npiieitra sit regular Inter- 
vnls to transfer the waste pnpors to 
the sncrod furnace. If the papers wore 
burned by the Chinese1 in tholr o\vn 
homes, tlio ashes of (lie Hiicred writ- 
ings would mingle with the- ashes of 
wood and other fuel, nnd the allies of 
Chinese writing are as sacred ns the 
writing itself. 


i The ashes from the sacred fttrnnce 
are placed In sacks, tlio sacks arc con- 
veyed by wagons to the sen and there, 
In a Mon War bunt, arc carried out 
where the tide runs swift and con- 
signed to the waves. 


The Mon War boat belongs to tho 


Mon War Slier, which is a lodge with 
branches everywhere, organized and 
maintained for the purpose of paying 
reverence to the spirit of Confucius. 


The fnrnaee In the Chinatown which 


nearly every largo city In the United 
States harbors is generally a brick, 
ovenllko structure about live foet hhth. 
Opposite it on the wall there will usu- 
ally he an inscription of: the ehunicter 
of the following: "The spirits of our 
ancestors are pleased that we keep 
sacred the writing of our country." 


The society of Mon War Slier (Club 


of the BcauHl'til Writing) Is made up 
in each case of Hie prominent denizens 
of Chinatown, who support It by vol- 
untary contributions, which pay lliu 
salaries of the keeper and his assist- 
ant.—New York Tribune. 


A MERCHANT. 


He Used to Be One Engaged Exclu- 


sively In Foreign Commerce. 


Originally the term merchant was 


applied only to one who traded with 
foreign countries nnd who owned or 
chartered 
ships for that purpose- 


Chaucer's "Murchaunt:" 
He wolde the see were kepud for eny- 


thlnge 


Betwlxe Mlddulburgh and Orewelle. 


The merchant of Venice had "on the 


ocean" his "argosies with portly sail," 
and so had all the other merchants 
about whom poets or historians have 
written. So also In the Bible there Is 
no confusion about tbe meaning of the 
word. One passage alone will serve as 
an illustration, "She is like tbe mer- 
chants' shipa—she bringetb her food 
from 'afar" (Proverbs xxxi, 14). De 
Quincey. writing in the early part of 
the nineteenth century {"Autobiograph- 
ic Sketches"), says: 


"My father was a merchant, not in 


the sense of Scotland, where it means 
a retail dealer—one, for Instance, who 
sells groceries in tlie cellar—but in the 
English sense, a sense rigorously ex- 
clusive—that is, he was a man en- 
gaged in foreign commerce nnd no 
other, therefore 
iu 
wholesale com- 


merce and no other." 


But now it is no longer necessary to

VENEERING. 


It la Produced by Two Methods, Saw 


ing and Slicing. 


"There are two kinds of veneering— 


sawed and sliced—but It takes an ex- 
pert to tell the difference," says a man- 
ufacturer. "The process of manufac- 
ture is simple and interesting. 
Tho 


logs, delivered at the factory in the 
rough, about thirteen feet in length, 
.are first cooked In hot water vats to 
make them soft and workable. 


"It does not matter how green they 


are. 
After being thoroughly cooked 


they are placed on machines designed 
for the purpose and either sliced by a 
powerful knife the length of the log or 
cut by a circular saw into slabs about 
one-twentieth ,of an inch thick. 


"These slabs are the full length of 


the log and whea first cut are so plia- 
ble that they can be bent double with? 
out breaking. The uniform thickness 
or thinness of the slabs is preserved 
by tb'e action of the machinery and 
does not vary so much as a hair's 
breadth in the entire length of the 
slab. 


"After the slabs are sliced or sawed 


they are seasoned by steaming. This 
requires only about twenty-four hours, 
nnd then they are ready for the mar- 
ket. 
Some of the huge oak logs that 


come to the factory show by the rings 
in them that the trees were from 250 
to 400 years old."—Washington Herald. 


SAVED BY THE MUD. 


A Gorgeous Fish. 


One of the most gorgeous fishes In 


the world is found, strangely enough, 
not in tropical waters, but off the 
coasts of England, where the waters 
are gray and deep and oold. It is the 
opah, or klngflsh. This species reaches 
a weight of from thirty to a hundred 
pounds and is shaped a little like the 
great sunflsh of the Atlantic ocean in 
American waters. The fish has Im- 
mense eyes, of which the iris is a 
bright -scarlet. The gill covers 
are 


green, and cold, and the rest of the fish 
is flashing red and green, over which 
there play sheens of purple and gold.
